1. This Examiner's Amendment is responsive to the Amendment and Reply to Final 
Rejection filed March 26, 2003. The Examiner acknowledges the amendments to the 
specification and to claims 1, 5, 6, 8 and 11. Claims 1-3 and 5-15 are pending. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
John G. Posa on June 3, 2003. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 


In claim 6,'line 1, "including" has been changed to -or--. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-3,5 and 1 1-15, no prior art of record, alone or in combination, teach 
or fairly suggest a temperature sensing catheter, as claimed by Applicant, having a temperature 
sensing tip including at least one presentation element having a temperature sensor supported 
thereon, where each presentation element has a proximal end coupled to the distal end of the 
catheter and a distal end coupled to a sliding filament disposed within the catheter such that 
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pulling on the proximal end of the filament causes the fingers to expand outwardly, and a data 
unit that receives signals from the temperature sensors and displays information indicative of the 
physiologic temperature of the vessel wall. The closest prior art of record is the Interventional 
Thermodynamics, Inc. reference. Interventional Thermodynamics, Inc. teach a catheter having a 
structure similar to that of claim 1 of the present application. However, Interventional 
Thermodynamics, Inc. fails to teach or suggest a data unit that displays the physiologic 
temperature of the vessel wall as claimed by Applicant. 

Regarding claims 6-10, no prior art of record, alone or in combination, teach or fairly 
suggest a temperature sensing catheter, as claimed by Applicant, having a distal temperature 
sensing tip including a plurality of cantilevered fingers, where each finger supports a temperature 
sensor, and a sliding filament disposed within the catheter, where pulling on the proximal end of 
the filament causes the fingers to expand outwardly.
